BUSINESSMAN Phil Austin, 
from Bridgend, will be staging a 
five-day marathon rowing and 
running session (using rowing 
and cross-training machines in 
his own garage) in a bid to raise 
funds and awareness for heart 
charity. Cardiac Risk in the 
Young (CRY). 

On Monday (September 21), Phil 
embarked on the 160-mile challenge - 
in memory of three of his wife Elaine’s 
close relatives,who tragically all died at 
a young age from previously 
undiagnosed heart conditions. 

Thirty years ago, in March 1985, 
Elaine’s 22-year-old cousin, Keith, 
stepped out of a hot bath and fatally 
collapsed while his young wife and baby 
son were downstairs. 

In 1993, Elaine’s brother, Howard 
English, collapsed and died while 
playing rugby, aged just 32. One of 
Howard’s team mates - and close friend 
- was the broadcaster John Inverdale, 
who has since become a patron and loyal 
supporter of CRY. 

Howard’s wife Stephanie (who had 
three young children under the age of 
five at the time of his sudden death) later 
remarried and had two further children 
with her husband, Rupert. 

But, 11 years on, her eldest son, 
Sebastian (in tragically similar 
circumstances to his late father), also 
died without warning while playing 
rugby. He was aged just 15. 

It was eventually discovered that both 


Howard and Sebastian died from a 
genetic condition known as ARVC or 
arrhythmogenic right ventricular 
cardiomyopathy. Had screening and 
expert pathology been as available, as it 
is today, Sebastian’s death may well 
have been avoided. 

W hil e Howard was originally from 
Wales, Stephanie and her family have 
lived in the Surrey town of Haslemere 
for many years - making it the obvious 
destination for the gruelling, ‘virtual’ 
row. 

Elaine says; “Our family has been 
affected so cruelly by young sudden 
cardiac death over the years, that when 
Phil decided on this ‘crazy’ fundraising 
event, he just knew that we wanted to do 
it for CRY. 

“The deaths of Howard and 
Sebastian were absolutely devastating - 
but I have also lost a cousin to ARVC 
and believe that other family members, 
who were reported to have died at a 
young age, may also have had the same 
hereditary condition long before it was 
even known of. 

“We come from a big family and 
everyone - children, siblings, nieces 
and nephews - have now been tested for 
ARVC. While for the moment it seems 
that most of our family are ‘clear’ it will 
always be a worry that hangs over me. 

“It is so tragic that it took the deaths 
of both Howard and Sebastian for that 
connection to be made and for the 
eventual recognition that my brother’s 
sudden death was not just a ‘one off’ 
incident.”

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Bridgend man (21) is 
jailed for 10 months 


WHILE on bail for attacking a 
shopkeeper and theft, a young 
man and another person broke 
into a house and “ransacked” 
it, Cardiff Crown Court heard. 

Two televisions and a games 
console worth £1,090 were stolen. To 
his credit, a few days later, 21-year-old 
Jay Cumock gave himself up to the 
police and said all the property had 
been sold, said prosecutor Jeffrey 
Jones. 

Cumock, who had lived in Charles 
Street, Bridgend, but is currently of no 
fixed address, was jailed for 10 
months. 

He admitted charges of assault, theft 
and burglary. 

Judge Robin Rowland told him: 
“You targeted the home of people you 
knew were on holiday. 

“The crime would not have been 
solved but for your honesty.” 

Mr Jones said that on August 8, the 
defendant and a friend went to a Spar 
store in Bridgend and stole two packs

of lager worth £20. They escaped 
through the rear of the shop, damaging 
a fire door in the process. 

Pour hours later, said Mr Jones, 
Cumock and the other man approached 
the shopkeeper Kawal Singh, who was 
talking to customers outside his 
Premier store in Aberkenfig. 

The other man spat in Mr Singh’s 
face and the defendant, spoiling for a 
fight, shouted: “Come on. I’ll take on 
all of you.” 

Mr Singh picked up a pole to 
frighten off the pair, at which point 
Cumock punched him in the face, 
causing him to suffer a cut lip. 

“His mouth filled with blood, and he 
was stunned and disoriented,” said Mr 
Jones. 

The police were called and they 
noticed Cumock was drunk. He later 
said he could remember nothing.

Mari brings the Welsh connection 
vividly to life with historical novel 


THE Tudor dynasty has never been 
higher-profile than it is at the moment - 
as the result of a series of high profile 
books and films - but Mari Griffith is 
looking to tell the world of the Welsh 
connection! 

Mari’s new historical fiction book. The Root of 
the Tudor Rose’ focuses on the life of Catherine de 
Valois - the wife of Henry V - and in particular 
her relationship after Henry’s death with a young 
Welshman, Owen Tudor. 

There were six children from that relationship, 
the Tudors would become the rivals of the 
Plantagenets, and her grandson would become 
Henry VII. There is even a connection to Owain 
Glyndwr, who was Owen Tudor’s great-uncle. 

For Mari Griffith, writing a novel is a new 
departure after a life spent in music and TV here in 
Wales. 

GEM readers with long memories may recall a 
BBC Wales show Poems and Pints (1972 to 1978), 
presented by Max Boyce and Ryan Davies. 

Mari, who lives in Llantwit Major, was a regular 
guest on the show, reading poetry or singing folk 
songs. Ever since then, she has been associated 
with the BBC, either presenting or appearing in a 
wide variety of TV and radio programmes. 

Mari told The GEM: “The Welsh played a great 
part in 15th century English history, and I wanted 
more people to know that.” 

She was born and brought up in Maesteg, went

to Maesteg Grammar School, and then to Cardiff 
University. Folk music was her passion, and that 
led to work with the BBC. 

At one time, she was dividing her time between 
London and Cardiff, producing and appearing in 
schools’ programmes, music series and combining 


that with presenting work It was, she says, a “very 
busy time”. Eventually, she settled in Cardiff with 
BBC Wales, and her continued involvement has 
seen her associated with putting on The Cardiff 
Singer of the Year and also Children In Need. 

However, in 2007 she retired, settled in Llantwit 
Major and set about writing. She said: “The 
internet is a massive research tool for writers these 
days, and The Oxford Dictionary of National 
Biography is a wonderful resource.” 

The story of Catherine de Valois has, says Mari, 
been told a number of times, but the Welsh 
connection has always been underplayed. 

She hopes that this book will redress that 
balance. 

She is also grateful for the guidance of Bernard 
Knight, the pathologist and crime writer, who said: 
‘A stunning first novel...this new treatment of 
Catherine de Valois’ story will be a delight to 
lovers of historical fiction.’

THE family of Horace 
Drake, who died 
suddenly at his home in 
Bridgend during the 
summer, have paid 
tribute to a man who 
became a first-time 
author at the age of 90. 

Mr Drake was born in 
Aberkenfig and worked all his 
life on the railways. 

His sisters, Lydia Hopkin and 
Bette Wilson, paid the following 
tribute: “Horace was six years 
old when Lydia was born, and 
12 when Bette arrived, but 
despite the age gap, he was 
always our big brother. 

“When he was about to sit the 


scholarship exam for entrance 
to Bridgend Grammar School 
for Boys, he and another boy 
had identical marks. To his 
dismay, there was only one 
place offered, and our parents 
were angry when that place 
went to the other boy. 

“Nevertheless, he overcame 
that hurdle and, after the war, he 
married Gwyneth. After a long 
and happy marriage, Gwyneth 
fell victim to Alzheimer’s, and it 
was after her sad death that he 
sat down and wrote, in long 
hand, his life story, entitled 
Once Upon a Time in 
Aberkenfig. 

“He dedicated this work to 
Gwyneth, and the proceeds of 


sales of the book were donated 
to the Alzheimer’s Society, for 
research into the disease. 

“He received a citizenship 
award from the Mayor of 
Bridgend county borough, and 
this prompted a extra surge in 
sales, and this time the proceeds 
were donated to Gwyneth 
Poacher, at the Sandville Self- 
Help Centre. 

“We will miss his 7pm 
‘checking up’ calls to both of 
us - every evening - until his 
sudden death on June 9. He 
would always end those calls by 
saying ‘Am Revoir’ - and that 
phrase will always remind us of 
our brother Horace.”

unprecedented rigour 
and attention to detail. 

Mrs Moon said: “How 
we care for those who 
serve in our armed 
forces, during and after 
their service, is a 
measure of the decency 
and civility of our 
society. 

“I admire the 
invaluable work of the 
RAF Benevolent Fund in 
promoting awareness of 
the difficulties faced by 
service personnel and 
veterans, and the 
lifesaving assistance and 
support they provide.” 

Recent research 
conducted by the RAF 
Benevolent Fund has 


revealed that self-care, 
mobility and 
isolation/relationship 
difficulties were the key 
problem areas for the 
elderly veteran 
community. 205,000 ex- 
RAF personnel had 
problems with self-care, 
170,000 had relationship 
and isolation issues, and 
195,000 had mobility 
problems. 

Reflecting on the 
report, the MP said: “A 
worrying number of 
RAF veterans suffer in 
silence and isolation, 
experiencing serious 
psychological problems 
and difficulty with their 
personal relationships, 
mobility and self-care. 

“Sadly, many of us 
will experience 
loneliness and grief in 
old age. For veterans

On bail, he was 
involved in a burglary at 
a bungalow in Chaucer 
Close, Cefn Glas, 
Bridgend, when the 
occupants were on 
holiday. 

Curnock was said to 
have convictions for 10 
offences, including 
assault, affray and 
causing criminal 

damage. 

His counsel, Nicholas 
Gareth Jones, said: “He 
accepts he will receive a 
prison sentence. For 
some time, he has been 
homeless.” 

He added: “He has a 
bad record, but nothing 
for burglary. He hit the 
shopkeeper because he 
believed his friend was 
struck with a pole.” 

The judge said the 
assault was unprovoked. 


Pie in the 
sky meat 
trader jailed 
for tax fraud 


A BRIDGEND meat 
wholesaler, who faked 
invoices and falsified 
business records to 
steal £428,000 in VAT 
repayments, has been 
jailed for three-and-a- 
half years. 

HM Revenue and 
Customs (HMRC) 
investigators discovered 
that Lindsey Stoneham 
(53), would ask 
companies for written 
quotes. He then 
manipulated the 

legitimate documents to 
verify the fictitious 
payments shown on his 
VAT returns. 

Some of the fraudulent 
invoices related to the 
construction of buildings 
that didn’t exist, and 
included £400,000 for 
constructing agricultural 
units and £250,000 for 
the purchase of mobile 
refrigeration units. 

Stoneham was 

remanded in custody on 
June 18, after pleading 
guilty to the fraud 
between March 2012 and 
August 2013. He spent a 
night in police cells for 
failing to appear at 
Cardiff Crown Court on 
June 16, when Judge 
Rees issued an arrest 
warrant. 

Colin Spinks, 

Assistant Director, Fraud 
Investigation Service, 
HMRC, said: “Lindsey 
Stoneham set out to 


create a false paper trail 
to claim money he wasn’t 
entitled to, but he finally 
faced up to his crimes 
and pleaded guilty to 
VAT fraud, after initially 
failing to attend court. 
We will continue to carry 
out detailed 

investigations to bring 
fraudsters like Stoneham 
to justice. 

“Tax fraud is not a 
victimless crime; it’s 
theft that robs society of 
vital funds. Anyone with 
information about VAT 
fraud can call the 
Customs Hotline on 0800 
59 5000.” 

Upon sentencing. His 
Honour Judge M Fitton 
QC, said: “This was a 
sophisticated fraud over 
a period of time and your 
principal motivation was 
financial commitments 
you could not meet.” 

The fraud was 
discovered when a VAT 
officer became 

suspicious about 

Stoneham’s monthly 
VAT returns and referred 
the case for criminal 
investigation. 

He was originally 
arrested by HMRC 
investigators at his 
Bridgend business 
premises in October 
2013. His home was also 
searched. 

HMRC will now seek 
to recover the proceeds 
of his crimes.

Recalling conscription... 


THE speaker at last 
week’s Barry Men’s 
Forum was Colin 
Evans. 

He spoke of his 
experience during the 
call up. Colin explained 
that when he got his call 
up papers, he had hoped 
to become a pilot in the 
RAF, but because he had 
a perforated eardrum, he 
failed the medical and 
would not be able to fly. 

He was confined to 
the RAF ground crew 
for the duration of his 
national conscription. 
Peter Westcott the 
Chairman of Barry 
Men’s Fomm, also 
suffered a similar fate in 
the RAF when 
diagnosed with a 
perforated eardrum. 

Anyone considered to 
be medically unfit would 
not be put into active 
service; an example of 
this was the famous 
English cricketer Colin 
Cowdrey. 

He had flat feet so he 
was declared unfit for 
the armed forces call up. 

However, he 
managed to score a 
hundred hundreds while 
playing cricket for 
England! 

National Service 
existed from January 18, 
1947 until December 13, 
1962. All of Britain’s 
young men between the 
age of 18 and 26 were 
required by law to serve 
a period of national 
service in HM’s army, 
navy or the RAF. 

The duration varied 
from two years to 18 
months. 


They were paid 28 
shillings or £1.40p 
wages each week. The 
government reduced the 
period to 18 month, 
when Viscount 
Montgomery was 
transferred to NATO. 

Young men from 
Northern Ireland and the 
Channel Irelands were 
excluded, but men from 
the Isle of Man were 
included. 

There were several 
other exemptions, blind, 
mentally ill, coal miners, 
clergymen, university 
students, apprentices. 


farmers and food 
producers were all 
excluded. 

The total number of 
men enlisted into the 
armed forces during this 
period was 2.3 million. 
This caused a decline in 
the national workforce 
and the output from 
many factories suffered. 

There were several 
conflicts during and after 
the Second World War. 
Britain, as an Imperial 
nation, had to play a role 
in peace keeping 
throughout the world. 
British forces were 


stationed in Germany, 
India, East Africa, 
Palestine, Suez and 
Cyprus. 

The Forum next meets 
on Thursday, October 
12. David Tovey will 
be speaking on the topic 
‘For All The Tea in 
China’.

Report published on care 
of children in danger of 
suffering an early death 


A MAJOR new 
report into the 
future needs of 
families in Wales 
whose children are 
expected to die in 
childhood was 
launched by Wales’ 
Minister for Health 
and Social Services, 
Mark Drakeford. 

The report, published 
by the University of 
South Wales’ Welsh 
Institute for Health and 
Social Care and 
commissioned by Ty 
Hafan, is a system-wide 
review of the services 
available for children 
who need specialist care 
throughout their lives, 
highlighting the strides 
that have already been 
taken in Wales, and 
providing 


recommendations for 
improving the support 
available. 

The report describes 
how the services required 
for children expected to 
die in childhood, and the 
support required by their 
families, differ 

considerably from adult 
end-of-life care. 

The report suggests 
that at any one time, and 
excluding new-born 
babies, there are 1,050 
children in Wales that 
would benefit from 
specialist paediatric 
palliative care, around 10 
per cent of whom will die 
in any one year. 

The relatively small 
numbers in need of care 
has, the report suggests, 
resulted in their needs 
becoming subsumed 
within a wider approach 
to palliative, and end-of-

Rogers, it draws on the

Boards, academia and the 
charity sector, notably Ty 
Hafan, Hope House 

Children’s Hospices and 
Together for Short Lives. 

Ty Hafan 

commissioned the report 
to gain insight into future 
needs and by furthering 
its partnership with the 
NHS and others hopes to 
continue to evolve 
world-class paediatric 


palliative care provision 
in Wales. 

Professor Drakeford 
said; “I welcome Ty 
Hafan’s commitment to 
working in partnership 
with the End-of-Life 
Care Implementation 
Board and the Welsh 
Government to drive 
forward key 

improvements to end-of- 
life care for children and 
young people in Wales.” 

Out of the estimated 
population of 1,054 
children requiring 
palliative care in Wales, 
only around 105 will 
require end-of-life care 
during each given year, 
leaving a question mark 
over what support and 
service is currently being 
offered to the remaining 
90 per cent of children 
with palliative care 
needs. 

Ty Hafan’s deputy 
chief executive, Jeremy 
Jackson, said: “Ty Hafan 
is committed to 
identifying all children in 
Wales who are expected 
to die in childhood and 
offer them, and their 
families, a 

comprehensive package 
of high-quality, free care 
and support. We cannot 
do this alone, we can do 
so in partnership and we

RARE DISEASE 


ECD IS an ultra- 
rare condition with 
no known cause 
and is very often 
misdiagnosed. The 
disease is 
considered a non- 
Langerhans 
histiocytosis, 
cancer-like 
(neoplastic) 
disease. 

Virtually every organ 
can be involved. Each 
patient can have a 
different combination of 
organs affected. ECD is 
progressive, potentially 
resulting in organ 
failure, unless 
successful treatment is 
found. 

More commonly 


affected are long bones, 
skin, lungs, brain, 
pituitary glands, 
kidneys, the abdominal 
cavity, the membrane 
surrounding the heart, 
and more rarely other 
organs.

Doctors say 
^protect 
yourself

AS winter and the 
flu season 
approaches doctors 
and nurses are 
advising people 
with health 
conditions, 
pregnant women, 
the young and 
elderly to have their 
flu vaccination 
before the season 
hits. 

Although very 
common and considered 
by some to be nothing 
major, flu can actually 
be very dangerous and 
put lives at risk 
especially if you are 
very young, pregnant, 
over 65 years of age or 
over six months of age 
and have an existing 
illness or health 
condition such as 
asthma, diabetes, heart 
disease. 

Last year, over 
100,000 people in the 
ABMU area had their flu 
vaccination. 

Dr Sara Hayes, 
ABMU Director of 
Public Health, explains: 
“Elu is a nasty virus and 
affects people 
differently. Some people 
can carry the virus but 
have few symptoms. 
Others, who consider 
themselves fit and 


healthy can be hit for six 
by it and are unable to 
get up. 

“But our greatest 
concern is for specific 
high-risk groups of 
people who if they catch 
flu can become so ill 
they need hospital care. 
Sadly, some people have 
even died because of it. 
This is why we provide 
a free flu vaccination 
and encourage those in a 
high-risk group to have 
their vaccination before 
the flu season begins.” 

One group is anyone 
over the age of six 
months who has an 
existing illness or 
condition such as 
asthma, cancer, heart 
disease, liver disease and 
diabetes. 

Dr Hayes added: 
“Even if you only have a 
check up once or twice a 
year for your condition 
you are still at a greater 
risk from flu. It’s so 
important you have the 
vaccination. 

“The same applies to 
anyone over the age of 
65 years, but in this case 
it doesn’t matter if you 
have an existing illness 
or condition or you are 
as fit as a fiddle.”

a pretty good job of 
marrying these two 
elements. 

Director Baltasar 
Kormakur’s previous 
films were the 
entertaining, if hollow. 
Contraband and decent 
action film 2 Guns, 
neither of which 
indicated that he had 
something with far 
greater scope in him; 
his direction here is 
hugely impressive, 
capturing the scale of 
the mountain while also 
showcasing how deadly 
and beautiful it can be. 

The direction is 
immersive, thrusting 
you right onto the 
mountainside (if you 
manage to watch the 
film without shivering 
at least once, you’re a 
hardier soul than I) and 
keeping you there; first 
to admire the skill and 
determination of those 
who climbed the 
mountain, then to feel 
the horror and fear as 
their decline goes 
horribly wrong. 

As you would 
imagine from a film 
written by two 
screenwriters with 
Oscar pedigree in 
Simon Beaufoy and 
William Nicholson, 
there is a greater level 
of quality in terms of 
how the characters are 
written and play out, far 
more so than your 
average disaster movie. 

Each character is 
clearly marked with 
their own individual 
arcs that the writers 
service with aplomb, 
granting the film depth 
and resonance that the 
actors bring to life 
beautifully. 

Jason Clarke’s Rob, 
the head of the 
company who is 
guiding the walkers up 
Everest, is your 
everyman with noble 
intentions (attempting to 
generate publicity for 
the company through a 
magazine article, 
helping one of the 
climbers achieve his 
dream), a character 
Clarke essays with ease. 
Josh Brolin is your 
typical braggadocious 
Texan, pig-headed about 
getting to the top; Jake 
Gyllenhall the laid-back 
climber; while the 
chance to see personal 
favourites John Hawkes 
(as a postman with a 


desire to make real his 
aims) and Michael 
Kelly (as the journalist 
writing about the climb) 
in higher profile roles 
also appeals, the film 
not short on acting 
quality. 

There is the sense 
that at times it plays its 
genre cards a little too 
broadly, several 
moments where you can 
sense what is going to 
go wrong and conspire 
against the characters 
and their aims of 
staying alive, but the 
biggest false move the 
film makes comes in its 
choice of whose view 
we see the film from. 

The film makes such 
a point of following 
Rob’s story, including 
tearful phone calls 
home to pregnant wife 
Keira Knightley from 
the beginning, that 
when it reaches an 
emotional crescendo, it 
suddenly moves focus 
onto another character’s 
miraculous cheating of 
death. 

There’s nothing 
wrong with that, but 
what the latter character 
achieves means that the 
film could, and should, 
have been told from his 
point of view, with a 
subplot involving his 
family at home backing 
this up. 

It’s a misstep that 
pulls some of the 
emotion out of what is a 
saddening story made 
all the more terrible by 
its basis in fact, and 
means that while 
Everest drips with class 
and skill, come the 
conclusion you’re left 
feeling a little flat. 

VERDICT: An 
impressive film that 
engages and enthrals, 
Everest is grand in 
scope and scale but 
doesn’t underplay or 
ignore the emotional 
core at the centre of the 
story. It loses direction 
a little come a 
conclusion that feels 
mishandled, but this 
aside it’s a solid, 
visually spectacular 
piece of work. 
Enjoyable.

For those diagnosed 
with cancers of the throat 
and larynx, there is also 
the fear that they could 
lose the power of speech. 

Mr Michael Fardy is a 
Consultant Oral and 
Maxillofacial Surgeon 
for the Cardiff and Vale 
Trust, and he often has 
the task of explaining to a 
patient just what their 
treatment will involve. 

He said: “In the case, 
for instance, of cancer of 
the jaw, I have to explain 
that I, or my colleague, 
Mr Cellan Jones, will

have to cut away their 
jawbone - and then cut 
bone from their lower leg 
bone to rebuild their 
face.” 

To get to this level of 
expertise, Mr Fardy and 
Mr Jones have had to 
train for 17 years. The 
career path is to take a 
degree in dentistry, and 
then take a medical 
degree - followed by 
qualifying as a surgeon 
and finally as a 
maxillofacial surgeon. 

He said: “In so many 
cases, the trauma of that 
initial consultation is 
such that, by the time the 
patient gets home, he or 
she can’t remember a 
thing. 

“As a result, the 
charity worked with the 
local health board to 
produce a DVD that 
would enable the patient 
to take everything in 
when they returned 
home. 

“Over the last 20 
years, the charity has 
funded extra members of 
the team - a clinical nurse 
specialist, a dietician and 
a speech and language 
specialist.” 

Recently, a number of 
new trustees decided to 


get involved, and this has 
resulted in a new 
website , 
www.faceupcymru .org .uk 
and there is no shortage 
of areas where the team 
could put cash raised to 
good use. 

In recent months, there 
has been increased 
fundraising activity. 
Three consultants from 
the Dental Hospital - 
Phil Atkin; Nick Drage 
and Liam Addy took part 
in the inaugural Wales 
Velothon on June 14. 
Nick and Liam 
completed the 140 Km 
and Phil did 50 Km, and 
they raised over £500. 

At the same event. 
Faceup Cymru supporter 
Leighton Bush raised 
more than £1,000. 

Two charity dinners at 
the Copthorne Hotel 
were held in August and 
September, and the 
charity thanks the hotel’s 
staff and chefs for their 
support.

TWICKENHAM’S 
THE NEXT STOP 

...and it’s far from 
mission impossible 
for Gatland’s braves 


E ven before a ball was 
kicked in anger in their 
must-win opening match 
of the Rugby World Cup 
against Uruguay at the 
Millennium Stadium on 
Sunday, Welsh players had been 
given an early marker for the 
challenge ahead - with pool A 
rivals England’s 35-11 win over 
Fiji at Twickenham. 

That bonus point result added to 
the pressure on a much-changed 
Wales side to seize a priceless 
opportunity to better this result 
against the weakest team in the 
‘group of death’ - and make a 
statement of their own before the 
big clash at Twickenham on 
Saturday evening. 

They knew there could be no 
excuse for failure - after all, as the 
fifth-ranked team in the world, they 
were in the unfamiliar position of 
being seen as Goliath versus David 
(Uruguay are ranked 19th in the 
world). 

Apart from obvious home 
advantage, there was also a marked 
physical disparity between the sides, 
Wales having the heaviest pack of 
the 20 teams in the tournament 
(averaging around 227lbs), with the 
south American amateurs the 
lightest (around 4171bs). 

There had been calls in some 
media quarters for head coach 
Warren Gatland to follow England’s 
example and field his strongest team 


from the outset, but the Kiwi had 
opted for a balanced line-up that 
saw many first choice players held 
back for the sterner test ahead, but 
nevertheless was underpinned by 
skipper Sam Warburton in tandem 
with Justin Tipuric, and second row 
giant Luke Charteris. 

It also saw the return from injury 
of tight-head prop Samson Lee and 
fullback Liam Williams, on which so 
much hope depends for Wales in this 
global tournament. 

Despite the wide gap between the 
two sides in world terms, the Welsh 
camp had insisted that they were 
taking the South American 
amateurs ^‘very seriously’^ 

Warburton revealed beforehand 
that they had been closely studying 
videos of Los Teros in action: “I 
cannot speak highly enough of our 
analysts. I can go on my laptop and 
see clips of all of their squad players, 
their set piece, and games they have 
played in the past, ” he said. 

“It means we can have a good look 
at them. We can look at the line out and 
plan the best options going forward. 

“It’s been a month since Uruguay 
played a bit. However, we expect them 
to be more organised than what we 
have seen.” 

And that indeed proved to be the 
case, for despite that extensive 
Welsh homework on the laptop, the 
visitors, far from being overawed by 
the occasion, belied their ‘minnows’ 
status with a spirited and committed 
display that seemed to unsettle their 
higher ranked opponents from the

outset. In fact, the game was barely 
one minute old when Wales 
committed the first of many 
transgressions. Outside half Felipe 
Berchesi gave Uuruguay a three- 
point lead with the resultant penalty 
and then almost immediately failed 
with an audacious penalty attempt 
from all of 45 yards, as the 
discomfited Wales defence offended 
again. 

He made amends with a third 
penalty awarded for a high tackle 
that amazingly put his team six 
points ahead inside 10 minutes - to a 
stunned silence from the home 
crowd and the delight of the small 
pockets of Uruguay supporters 
scattered around the stadium. 

With the Welsh eight worryingly 
making heavy weather of containing 
their lively, lightweight opponents 
upfront, and the backline constantly 
misfiring, relief came in the shape of 
the returning Samson Lee, who 
completed a driving maul with a try 
converted by outside half Rhys 
Priestland, to edge Wales into a one- 
point lead. 

When this was followed minutes 
later by the first of three tries by 
Blues centre Cory Allen, converted 
by Priestland, the crowd expected 



that this would finally settle Wales 
down, but in fact it was the south 
Americans who scored next when 
Barchesi landed his third penalty to 
make the score 14-9. 

Two tries by the Barry man to 
complete his hat trick, coolly 
converted by Priestland, doubled the 
Welsh tally to 28 points, but the 
rising Welsh error count - lost 
possession, turn-overs and dropped 
passes that torpedoed promising 
attacks and cost the side dearly - 
continued to be a concern as a 
mixed first half drew to a close. 

Ten minutes after the change-over 
Hallam Amos’ converted touchdown 
took the score to 35-9, but even then 
the bustling Uruguayans were not 
subdued and launched an attack of 
their own, only to be penalised and 
see Priestland relieve the danger 
with a 30-yard clearance to touch. 

Then came another blow for 
Wales as man-of-the-match Cory 
Allen injured a hamstring in a 
tackle and it was later learned that 
his World Cup adventure is over, 
adding to the lengthening casualty 
list in this injury-hit campaign. 

He was replaced by former 
Cowbridge student Lloyd Williams 
(son of Brynmor) and it was the 
signal for others to appear off the 
bench. 

Scrum half Gareth Davies scored 
the first of two tries as more gilt 
edged chances went begging, until 
Justin Tipuric forced his way over 
for a try converted by Priestland, to 


make the score 47-9. 

In the dying minute, Priestland 
converted Gareth Davies’ second 
touchdown for a commanding final 
bonus point score of 54-9. 

The question though on 
everyone’s lips was - will even this 
be enough, with both leading pool 
rivals England and Australia yet to 
face the south American minnows, 
particularly with Wales leaving the 
field with yet more walking 
wounded. 

Before then, of course, there is the 
no small matter of a full-blown 
Twickenham showdown with the 
‘old enemy’ - kicking off at the 
ridiculous time for travelling Welsh 
supporters of 8pm on Saturday. 

It could well prove to be a crucial 
decider in the eventual outcome of 
pool A - and one that both sides 
know they simply cannot afford to 
lose. 

It all makes for another epic 
crunch clash between these two arch 
rivals and the home team appear to 
hold all the aces. 

But there is something in the ‘all 
for one, one for all’ spirit in this 
depleted Welsh camp that could yet 
see them confound the sceptics. 

Gatland & Co have prevailed 
there before so the Twickenham 
factor should hold few fears for 
them. 

Despite their unprecedented injury 
misfortunes, they will know ifs 
definitely not mission impossible!
